HISTORY 
1836-1986 

A journey through 150 years of evolu- 
tion. That is what BCS is all about. It is a 
tale told by a family who has survived the 
generations it took to build BCS. The 
small Lennoxville School, founded by the 
Reverand Doolittle, is still a part of the 
school. Later the new building, across the 
river, had "LS" carved on the outside of 
every door handle, in 1917, because dur- 
ing this time the name of the school was 
'Lennoxville School'; not B.C.S. 

A young boy attended this school which 
held a maximum of twenty boys. As the 
school expanded, it took on a new loca- 
tion (mentioned above) and with it an 
older brother attended the school. With 
the threat of war, the school pressed for a 
cadet corps, which the young man 
entered. There were no injuries except 
for a 'cow' so the story is told; passed 
down by 'word of mouth' to future 
generations. The school lived on its nor- 
mal routine until the Boer War. (Few in- 
juries) Later on, Bishop's boys were sent 
to the front to fight in the First World 
War. The two brothers went. Bishop's 
losses were too numerous. One brother 
came back to tell his many stories, the 
other is a name on the Old Boys' plaque. 
The war was followed by the depression. 
Though the school went through hard 
times it survived. The young boy from 
BCS who had been sent to the first world 
war was now faced with the reality of yet 
another war and forced to send his oldest 
son. He too can only be remembered on 
the Old Boys' plaque. 

It was next a time which was very good 
for the school, with new activities and 
new sports to occupy the boy's thirst for 
new challenges. The campus grew and 
again it was time for another change. It 
was all about girls! Compton had to close 
its doors. There was talk against girls at 
BCS. Were the Bishop's boys threatened 
by the Compton girls? In 1972, girls 
came to BCS to 'intrude' on the boys' 
way of life and what a change it was! 

Changes can be good or bad. Evidently 
this one was good. You only have to look 
at the BCS of today ... The forth genera- 
tion, girl from Compton and boy from 
Bishop's are now older. They can be seen 
at most BCS reunions listening and look- 
ing at the BCS of today with pride. 
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Old Boys Memorial Altar 
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THE CADET 
CORPS 

It was because of the oncoming threat of 
an American Civil War, to British North 
America in 1861, that Captain C. Rawson 
introduced the idea and performed the 
necessary steps to established a cadet 
corps within the school. Lennoxville was 
in a vulnerable position due to the 
railways (built in 1851) and Canadian- 
American bounderies. A state of doubt 
began to grow within the school; which 
increased the demand for a cadet corps. 



The corps was founded under the condi- 
tion that the cadet training would not in- 
terfere with important duties and ac- 
tivities within the school and under such 
restriction that the rector was satisfied. 

Over the past seventy-five years, there 
have been several incidents concerning 
the corps. One of them involved a group 
of boys who would scare the guards by 
not answering to their call. The solution 
to this 'nuissance' ordered by the Captain 
was, "If they don't answer, run them 
through." There is also the "cow" inci- 
dent where a trigger-happy guard wound- 
ed a cow thinking it was a Fenian. This 
has become a favourite amongst the Old 
Boys. 

Presently, the whole student body is in- 
volved in the cadet corps. Changes have 
occurred over the past two years, moving 
cadets from the traditional Monday to 
Thursdays. This change has taken place 
in order to include cadet activities. 

As the oldest cadet corps in Canada, 
Bishop's continues to gain recognition 
through its well performed annual 
inspection. 
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Special Squad, BCS Cadet Corp, 1928- From Front Steps Looking Towards JiJrigBis House 
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THE BAND 

The cadet corps was founded in 1861. By 
1862 the band was already in operation. It 
consisted of a bass drum and four bugles 
which played a maximum of four notes. 
Already the band was performing. The 
earliest record of the band is a newspaper 
advertisement in 1862 advertising a 
concert. 
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Until 1969 there was a maximum of ap- 
proximately only ten players. By 1978-79 
Mr R. Tamblyn had introduced wood- 
winds into the band. During the year of 
1983-84 the band reached a peak of 60 
students; some having to be turned away 
do to lack of room in the formation. 

Over the last couple of years, the band 
has covered new territory. It now in- 
cludes a concert band and several smaller 
groups including a brass quintet and a 
saxophone trio. From its beginnings, the 
band has evolved into something which 
has become a large part of the cadet corps 
adding rhythm and style. 
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DRAMA 



The yellowed pages filed in the archives 
of B.C.S. reveal little about the school's 
early theatrical endeavours. In the begin- 
ning, the actors had to struggle with the 
school dining hall and its dramatic am- 
biencef?!) It was not until 1889 and the 
construction of the Bishop Williams Hall 
that a real stage was made available. 
After a lag of theatrical activity during 
the war years, R.L. Young worked hard 
to revive the Dramatic club. Often even- 
ings would consist of several short per- 
formances including: monologues, 
famous scenes and musical ensembles. A 
B.C.S. tradition was begun when during 
one of these variety-type shows the first 
production of the well-loved "Crossing 
the Tracks" was presented. 

As in other activities at B.C.S., the lack 
of female presence was noticed in the 
Players' Club. To compensate for this 
however, unsuspecting boys were annual- 
ly conned into appearing in productions 
disguised as members of the fairer sex. 
The 1947 rendition of "Arsenic and Old 
Lace" marked the first appearance by a 
girl and consequently (pardon the pun) set 
the scene for an on-going tradition. 

B.C.S. 's Players' Club, over the years, 
has done nothing but expand both in 
talent and size. A comedy and a more 
serious play are now presented annually 
along with Noon hour plays and skits. 
The need for a knew stage is apparent and 
plans are in the works. A thriving and ex- 
citing activity, drama at B.C.S. has been 
an important component adding to the 
school's success.

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THE 
CHAPEL 

St. Martin's chapel is one of the rare 
places in the school where students can 
find peace and tranquility from their hec- 
tic schedule. Not many students find the 
time to sit down and listen to the silence. 
If they did, they would probably hear the 
ghosts of the past which haunt our chapel. 

They might hear the sounds of young 
boys working their bodies to their limits. 
They might smell the sweat of hard work 
or hear the harsh voice of their coaches 
trying to teach young men who seem 
already to know everything. It is hard to 
believe our chapel was once a gym. The 
gym, (chapel), was also transformed into 
a dance floor for the rare occasion when 
the Compton girls were invited. An old 
melody might be heard, a tune being 
played while they see boys lining up on 
one side of the gym (chapel) and girls on 
the opposite side waiting to be asked to 
dance. The chapel has had many, many 
uses. The building was a gym, and where 
the altar now stands was a stage. As well 



as being used for dances it was where the 
cadet inspection was held. Why this 
building of all places for a chapel? 

When our chapel was still a gym, on Sun- 
days, you could see young boys going 
across the covered bridge to Bishop's 
University to attend the Sunday service in 
the University chapel. During the week 
there were house prayers at nine-thirty. 
This was when the whole house gathered 
for prayers, followed by the daily 
announcements. 

Today, the chapel has become part of the 
school's routine. It is the only time in 
which the school is gathered together for 
ten or fifteen minutes. Students enter in 
silence in respect for the old boy's alter 
and they leave in silence, involved in 
their own thoughts. The chapel still re- 
mains the only place you can get away 
from the people you see everyday; where 
you can put your thoughts together. 





THE CHOIR 

The choir is an essential part of the chapel. It 
is to the chapel as the band is to the cadet 
corps and has been ever since 1889. A group 
of boys would cross over to practice every 
Sunday in a small room with a piano; accom- 
panied by Mr. A. Dorey. The school remain- 
ed influenced by the quiet leadership of the 
small choir until 1934 when the "quiet choir" 
grew louder. This is when Mr. William A. 
Page better known as 'Pop Page' became 
choir master. Under his reign, the choir by 
1935 had expanded to 40 boys. He gave the 
choir a new look; robes and cassocks, which 
are still worn today. In 1936, the choir tie was 
introduced, making it the oldest tie without 
being changed in the history of the school. 

The boys had already begun performing in 
other churches including: Trinity Church in 
Montreal as well as several other local trips. 
Still remembered by the Old Boys, is the 
World War II service when the remaining 
choir boys sang for those whom they had 
grown to know and lost touch with. In the late 
40's and early 50's the 'Choir Service', better 
known today as the Carol Service, was in- 
troduced; it has become an annual event ever 
since. 

In 1953 the Reverand Foster was Chaplin as 
well as Choir Master. He introduced the Fri- 
day morning sing alongs. In 1958 Bertha Bell 
was the first woman organist since the 1920's. 
Finally in 1958, St. Martin's Chapel was 
decorated. The routine as we know it today 
had begun. 

The above talks about important people who 
helped build the choir but it omits one very 
important aspect. The Choir is an essential 
contribution to school spirit and song. Song. 
A word which has become common, accepted 
and practiced in the Bishop's community.
